vanced rapidiy; Barnes was with the crowd;
when 1 gol to Sixth street 1 saw the fghting;
Mr. Barpes sttempted to strike Mr, Phillips,
but Mrs. Bangh prevented him; on the morning
o!f the 16th fustant I saw 8 crowod ranning down
Fitzwater street, headed by Alderman McoMul-
lin; they were golng towards the Hope Engine
House; heard the firlng of plstols soon after,

Henry Cozzens sworn—1 reside at No. 414
German siroet; at the fire on the morning of the
141h, T suw McMullin have hold of Mr, McAn-
ally; avother membir of toe Moyamensing
struck and knocked down oue of our members;
